Inouye Kanno waa sentence 
to‘ death by .n War Crimes 
Court, but ha appeated against 
the conviction on the ground, 
that he wag born in Canada. 

He was.tater charged before 
the Supreme Court with High 
Treason and-there did not deny 
the 27 overt acta with which 
he wan charged. He admilted 
he adhered to the King’s 
enemies but’ anbmitted that he 
did not do so traitorously, was 
n Jopanese subject, and at all 
material times owed. no al'egi- 
ance to the King. 

The appeal was made on be- 
half of Inouye Kanao by Mr. 
Charles  Loseby, while the 
Crown was represented by Mr. 

Lonada'e. 

After the judgment had been 
delivered Inouye said that ‘he 
would like to apply for leave to 
pppeal to the Privy Council and 
was told that his application 
would have to be made to the 
proper authorities. 
> Following is the Judgment, in 
parti-—- . 

This Ia an appeal against the 
conviction of the appellant for 
High Treason, He relied, at the 
hearing of the appeal, upon two 
grounds (which depart some- 
what in'form. from the notice 
of appeal) and which may. be 
stnted ‘an fol'ows:— 

(1) That the learned judge 
was wrong in) law and mis- 
directed the, jury im directing 
them that the appetlant ut all 
material thmes was ‘a British 
subject and further that he 


never was a Japanese subject.. 


*(2) That the unawer given by 
the learned judge to a ques- 
tion put by the jury after the 
ennclusion of the summing up 
was, ,in effect, a direction which 
nullified that part of the sum- 
ming up dealing with the ques- 
tion of intent. 


Joyce Case 

Counse! for appellant also sub- 
mitted that the learned judge 
had followed the procedure 
adopted by Tucker J. on the 
Joyce case in deciding that the 
appellant owed allegiance to 
the king which was in his sub- 
missicn a qttestion for the jury

there was no evidence an to the 
Japanese Jaw on the matter, 
The judge then considered 
whether there was ‘any evidence 
of divesting .of British nation 
ality, pointing out that in Inw, 
the mere joining of the Japan- 
ese Army was not ao declaration 
of ulienage, He mentioned that 
appellant did not claim he had 
ever made a declaration of al- 
lienage and also that, in law, 
he could not make such a de 
elarution in sfavour of the 
enemy after:a war had broken 
out. After referring to the 
trial of appellmit before the 
War Crimea Court, he went-on 
fo say ‘In deciding whether or 
not a man Ia a British subject, 
you have to go by what the law 
is and not what the particular 
Individual believes it to be.” 
Ciearly no objection can be 
taken to such a statement: the 
decision a# to whether he was 
a Britiat subject is stil left to 
the jury. However, after re- 
marking -that appellant's belief 
he was u Japanese subject could 
not operate to make him one, 
the judge then went on the make 
the statement which Counsel 
for appellant relies on as mi> 
direction namely, “1 huve direct: 
ed you thet he was n natural- 
born British subject and that he 
remained. no at all material

Reference Back 

The sentence‘I have directed

In deciding whether there was 
any misdirection in the present 
case, the whole of the summing

tlons of fact with which they

a palliative. Within a few weeks. 
the change will be more, imagina- 
tive than real. The step is never- 
theless welcome stot so much 
cause of the temporary relief as. 
wn the implication that Govern- 
ment has the problem under study 
ond that it is not too’ much - to 
hope that. sooner or later, metal 
coins will again be jingling in our 
pockets. Values today are such 
that part of the difficulty is to 
discover’ a satisfactory — metal, 
capable of being milled and stand- 
ing up to hard wear, which is not 
at the same time a temptation to 
the melter. The difficulty, such 
ns it.is, is not insuperable, and it 
cannot be too strongly urged 
that in this part “of. the. world, 
where there is serious linbility to 
epidemics of smallpox and cholera, 
the authorities should not rest 
until metal coinage has. been 
restored. {t may be recommend- 
ed, ‘nt the same time, that whien 
Government is making up its pro- 
gramme of the denominations and 
quantities td be ordered, con- 
sideration be given to the importa- 
tion of large quantities of 20-cent 
nicces. Whether we approve or 
not, the 20-cent coin has supersed- 


‘led the 10-cent coin in convenience. 


Ferry service, tramway fares and 
newspapers cost 20 cents against 
half that sum or less before, the 
war: and there appears to be no 
prospect of any reversion to the 
1o-cent standard within .foresee- 
able time.
